OXFORD, Pa. (f^Twelve mem- 
bera of one family were k illed 
Thursday night in a fire that de­ 
stroyed their two-room tar-papered 
home in this rural southeastern 
Pennsylvania community. An in­ 
vestigator said today **it look s lik e 
it could be foul {day.** 
Deputy Coroner Ernest Schnei­ 
der of Chester County said a 
thorough investigation would be 
made in conjunction with state po­ 
lice and fire officials. 
Ibe victims of the blaze were 
identified tentatively as the wife, 
children aiMl grandchildren of John 
Twyman, a 3d-year-old truck driv­ 
er and a long-time resident of the 
“bottoms” Section of Oxford. 
Twyman, police said, appeared 
at the scene of the blaze as file 
la st o i the bodies of the Negro 
family were being recovered from 
the 20 by ^ foot home. Patrol­ 
ma n Claude Swift sak i Twyman 
wa s shock ed into mumbling inco­ 
herency but told him he had just 
returned from Baltimore. 
Schneider declined to state the 
reason for the foul play theory. 
Fire Marshal Robert Brown said 
most of the vic,tims, all apparently 
asleep when the blaze started, 
were charred beyond immediate 
identification.

Brown identified them tentafive- 
ly as;

Catherine Twyman, 35, 
whom he said was pregnant, and 
these Twyman children—EHeanor, 
20; Qaudette, 16; John Twyman 
Jr., 14; Josephine, 12; Stephen, 9 ;

Secur­ 
ity troops were bunched to pre­ 
vent any march on Parliament 
A crowd of about 3,000 Algerians 
assembled at the Moslem mosque, 
about a mile from the Asseml^, 
to listen to nationalist speak ers. 
Premier Guy Mollet’s request for 
strong and special powers to curb 
the 16-months old Algerian revolt 
will be put to a confidence vote 
by the Assembly after the debate, 
scheduled to end today. 
TTie strik e call sent out^y Al­ 
gerian nationalists affected main­ 
ly heavy industries in the Paris 
area, althou^ there were reports 
of Algerians stopping work in other 
cities. 
Large numbers of Algerians are 
employed in the coal and steel re­ 
gions. 
French soldiers took over the 
wholesale distribution of mUk in 
the capital, usually handled by Al­ 
gerians. 
As yet, however, there was no 
sympathy walk out by French labor 
unions, many of which áre Com­ 
munist controlled. The Algerians’ 
strik e took the unions completely 
by surprise.

floodwaters. snow and sleet, pre­ 
pared today to cope with blizurds. 
freezing rain and letter cold. 
The Allegheny River and its 
tributaries ran rampant over com­ 
munities 
in 
southwestern 
New 
York , and northwestern Pennsyl­ 
vania.

At least nine deaths were re­ 
ported, two in New York state and 
seven in Canada. 
High winds and swirling snow 
slashed Ontario, while the adja­ 
cent New England area was wal­ 
loped with a 12-inch rainfall in 
some sections irfus heavy snow 
blank ets and sleet in others. 
The waters of the Allegheny 
slowly retreated from low-lying 
portions of Warren, Pa., as some 
2,000 refugees hopefully watched 
for a chance to return to their 
homes. No casualties were re­ 
ported. 
Daylight today found the river 
nearly a foot below Thursday 
night’s crest. However reports of 
higher water in up^ream ccxnmu- 
nities of northwestern Pennsylvania 
and southern New York indicated 
it would be days before many of 
the 500 evacuated Warren families 
could get back to their homes. 
Operations at Warren General 
Hospital, completely surrounded by 
the flood water, were running along 
an even k eel. Nurses on duty dur­ 
ing the night were tak en from fiie 
hospital aboard truck s that crawled 
slowly through nearly three feet of 
water. The truck s brought in new 
shifts of nurses to tak e over file 
work . 
It inundated a large section of 
this 
northwestern 
Pennsylvania 
town of 15,000, creeirfng into the 
edge of the business district and 
forcing many to close busii» ss 
shops down. 
Tbe flood rolled in Thursday 
morning with only scant notice, 
climbing to a JhHh Century record 
<rf 18.4 feet. 
- 
Flood stage at Warren, where 
the Conewango Creek flows into 
the Allegheny, is 14 feet In the 
last major flood in 1947 the river 
reached a level of 17.4 feet and 
caused half a million dollars dam­ 
age. Estimates were that the dam­ 
age total would be higher fiiis 
time. 
Most spectacular of the evacua­ 
tions was carried on at Warren 
G e n e r a l H(» pital. Boats and 
truck s removed more than 60 pa­ 
tients, about half of whom were 
sent to their homes and the re­ 
mainder sheltered at Warren State 
Hospital. Through the night 34 pa­ 
tients remained in the hospital, 
all erf them listed as too ill to be 
moved. They had heat and light 
and normal services despite the 
water that reached into first-floor 
rooms. 
Towns along the Allegheny to 
Pittsburgh were expecting flood 
conditions today, but the Weather 
Bureau said serious damage was 
n o \ expected. 
The Bureau said, however, that 
communities b e l o w Pittsburgh 
along the Ohio River “can expect 
trouble” late tonight and Saturday.

Seen In Fire 
Deaths Of 12 


Investigation Set 
After Blaze Levels 
Home In Oxford, Pa. 


OXFORD, Pa. (gV—Twelve mem­ 
bers of one family were killed 
Thursday night in a fire that de­ 
stroyed their two-room tar-papered 
home in this rural southeastern 
Pennsylvania community. An in­ 
vestigator said today "it looks like 
it could be foul play." 
Deputy Coroner Ernest Schnei­ 
der of Chester County said a 
thorough investigation would be 
made in conjunction with state po­ 
lice and fire officials. 
Die victims of the blaze were 
identified tentatively as the wife, 
children and grandchildren of John 
Twyman, a 36-year-old truck driv­ 
er and a long-time resident of the 
"bottoms" section of Oxford. 
Twyman, police said, appeared 
at the scene of the blaze as the 
last of the bodies of the Negro 
family were being recovered from 
the 20 by 30 foot home. Patrol­ 
man Claude Swift said Twyman 
was shocked into mumbling inco­ 
herency but told him he had just 
returned from Baltimore. 
Schneider declined to state the 
reason for the foul play theory. 
Fire Marshal Robert Brown said 
most of the victims, all apparently 
asleep when the blaze started, 
were charred beyond immediate 
identification. 
Brown identified them tentative­ 
ly as:

Twyman, 
35. 
whom he said was pregnant, and 
these Twyman children—Eleanor, 
20; Claudette, 16; John Twyman

Cold Grips 
Northeast 
After Flood 


9 Deaths Reported; 
2.000 Flee Swollen 
River In Warren. Pa.

The Northeast, already hit by 
floodwaters, snow and sleet, pre­ 
pared today to cope with blizzards, 
freezing rain and bitter cold. 
The Allegheny River and its 
tributaries ran rampant over com­ 
munities 
in 
southwestern 
New 
York and northwestern Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
^ 
At least nine deaths were re­ 
ported. two in New York state and 
seven in Canada. 
High winds and swirling snow 
slashed Ontario, while the adja­ 
cent New England area was wal­ 
loped with a 12-inch rainfall in 
some sections plus heavy snow 
blankets and sleet in others. 
The waters of the Allegheny 
slowly retreated from low-lying 
portions of Warren, Pa., as some 
2,000 refugees hopefully watched 
for a chance to return to their 
homes. No casualties were re­ 
ported. 
Daylight today found the river 
nearly 
a 
foot below Thursday 
night’s crest. However reports of 
higher water in upstream commu­ 
nities of northwestern Pennsylvania 
and southern New York indicated 
it would be days before many of 
the 500 evacuated Warren families 
could get back to their homes. 
Operations at W’arren General 
Hospital, completely surrounded by 
the flood water, were running along 
an even keel. Nurses on duty dur­ 
ing the night were taken from the 
hospital aboard trucks that crawled 
slowly through nearly three feet of 
water. The trucks brought in new 
shifts of nurses to take over the 
work. 
It inundated a large section of 
this 
northwestern 
Pennsylvania 
town of 15,000, creeping into the 
edge of the business district and 
forcing many to close business 
shops down. 
The flood rolled in Thursday 
morning with wily scant notice, 
climbing to a 20th Century record 
of 18.4 feet. 
* 
Flood stage at Warren, where 
the Conewango Creek flows into 
the Allegheny, is 14 feet. In the 
last major flood in 1947 the river 
reached a level of 17.4 feet and 
caused half a million dollars dam­ 
age. Estimates were that the dam­ 
age total would be higher this 
time. 
Most spectacular of the evacua­ 
tions was carried on at Warren 
G e n e r a l Hospital. Boats and 
trucks removed more than 60 pa­ 
tients, about half of whom were 
sent to their homes and the re­ 
mainder sheltered at Warren State 
Hospital. Through the night 34 pa­ 
tients remained in the hospital, 
all of them listed as too ill to be 
moved. They had heat and light 
and normal services despite the 
water that reached into first-floor 
rooms. 
Towns along the Allegheny to 
Pittsburgh were expecting flood 
conditions today, but the W’eather 
Bureau said serious damage was 
noi expected. 
The Bureau said, however, that 
communities b e l o w Pittsburgh 
along the Ohio River "can expect 
trouble" late tonight and Saturday.

Frw Empire Familia* 
Moving With Peak Of 
High Water Waited 


Runny skit* and sub - freezing 
weather combined to Cutten an ap* 
proa ching flood crest on the Ohio 
River today and in -stale authori­ 
ties relaxed their vigilance as they 
watched the swollen stream bring 
just another "high water.** 
The cold snap slowed the run*iff 
to two ten tbs of a foot an hour and 
the absence of rain resulted in a 
reduction of the predicted crest! 
although the river was exceeding 
flood stages at all points t h i s 
morning. 
Riverside roads were blocked at 
several poults in the district and 
a few nome* had water in their 
basements but evacuation of any 
families appeared unlikely. 
Tension was eased especially at 
New Cumberland while at Strat­ 
ton and Empire only a few house­ 
holders expected to move. Mass 
evacuation was necessary in those 
communities in the last m a j o r 
flood in 1954 
Dam 8 at Newell reported the 
river passed the city’s flood stage 
of 32 feet at 4 a. rn. and had 
climbed to 34 2 at ll a. rn. 
The Federal - State Flood Fore­ 
casting Service at Pittsburgh is­ 
sued an alert Thursday when the 
Ohio and tributaries were rising 
as much as six-tenths hourly but 
today the possible crests were cut 
to 36 feet, arriving at Midland at 
I p. rn., at 4 p. rn. at East Liv­ 
erpool, and 6 p. rn. at New Cum­ 
berland. Steubenville will get 37 
feet at 8 tonight and Wheeling 39 
at midnight. 
Those were "maximum" predic­ 
tions and district dam officials ex­ 
pected even less actually. 
Lockmaster Joe Green at Now­ 
ell predicted a crest of 34 to 35 
feet by 2 p. rn., a foot under the 
new forecast from Pittsburgh, as 
the rate of rise slowed still more 
to a tenth ar tenth and a half foot 
hourly. 
A 20-foot long section of the Riv­ 
er Rd. berm, undermined by the 
high water, collapsed into the riv­ 
er about 9,45 this morning. 
The slide carried with It four 
guard rail posts and endangered 
a nearby utility pole carrying elec­ 
tric lines between downtown and 
East End. 
A collapse at the same spot In 
the high water of 1954 carried 
away a long section of the berm 
and produced a big crack in the 
pavement, which is blacktop on 
top of concrete. 
The slide is located less than 
a half milt upstream from the 
Chester Bridge. After the ground 
nearest the river fell away, a 
crack nearly 24 inches wide opened 
in the earth immediately adjoin­ 
ing the edge of the pavement. 
Safety-Service Director William 
C. Heasley and George S. Bloom- 
gren, consulting city engineer, in­ 
spected the slide. Bloomgren said 
he will recommend that one-way 
traffic be maintained around the 
spot as a safety measure after 
the river recedes. 
After the last slide two yeari 
ago, the sunken pavement w a s 
built up with blacktop to match 
the level of the rest of the road. 
The street department erected 
barricades at the site of the slide. 
The cave-in was discovered about 
9 45 this morning by Patrolman 
Clyde Boso, who was passing in a 
cruiser. 
The street department closed the 
River Rd. at 5 this morning, when 
about 18 inches of water covered 
the pavement at the lowest point — 
Ralston’s 
crossing. 
Barricades 
were erected on the River Rd. at 
Walnut St., on State St at Belleek 
St. and on S t George St. at Akron 
St. 
The director said Ralstons Cross­ 
ing was covered with at least two 
feet of water at IO a. rn. 
Officer Boso was stationed at the 
site of the cave-in and Officer Ira 
Cunningham was stationed at the 
barricade on the River Rd. at Wal­ 
nut St. Police said the road will 
be covered with water in a couple

Pu rsu ant to su ch order . . . this department

The Owls have been granted their liq u or per­ 
mit throu gh proper channels. Bu t why—ln the 
light of the previou s report—^is inconceivable.

Sometimes while John Foster Du lles is flying 
hither and yon in pu rsu it of peace — and not 
finding any peace ~ he mu st despair (rf his 
mission. 
In Karachi this week, he told the Sou theast 
Asia Treaty Organization the United States was 
armed to the teeth in the Pacific. That is lan­ 
gu age which aggressors can u nderstand with­ 
ou t an interpreter. 
The United States is sending Marine reinforce­ 
ments into the Mediterranean, meanwhile, to 
offset the growing threat of war in the Middle 
East Tbat Is easy to u iKierstand. too. 
Bu t every military move the United States 
makes or talks abou t making to impress ag­ 
gressors is a lu cky break for the Commu nist 
conspiracy. 
The Commu nists preach in Asia and the Mid­ 
dle East that the United States is interested in 
mUitary aggression and point to U. S. garrisons, 
bases, fleets and military alliances as evidence. 
For millions of people who never have knovm 
of weapons being u sed for any pu rpose other 
than aggression, the evidence is powerfu l. 
They do not know that the United States is 
not interested in aggression. They never have 
heard of soldiers, sailors and aviators who did

Electoral College Illogical 
Another long discu ssion <rf ideas for reform­ 
ing the electoral college is schedu led in the Sen­ 
ate, after the farm WH has been cleared away. 
Althou gh the debate this year will be on a 
proposal by Sen. Daniel of Texas and Sen. Ke- 
fau ver of Tennessee, it will deal as well with 
previou s proposals. All of them aim to get rid 
of the existing system of electing the {» ‘esi- 
dent and vice president 
All wou ld su bstitu te some form of direct elec­ 
tion to salvage minority votes. The classical ex­ 
amine of what happens u nder the electoral sys­ 
tem is New York's 45 electoral votes, which all 
go to the presidential ticket receiving a major­ 
ity of the popu lar vote. As many as 45 per cent 
of New York voters may have opposed those 
candidates, bu t the minority votes are lost. 
It is conceivable that the electoral college 
may be reformed or abolished sometime, bu t 
it is improbable for the same reason that the 
point after tou chdown in football will not be 
changed. 
That, too, is a denial of logic. Bu t the point 
after tou chdown is part of football. The elec­ 
toral coUege is part of presidential politics. It 
is awkward, illogical, ineq u itable and some­ 
times u ndemocratic. Bu t tradition is in its fa­ 
vor; it doesn't need logic.

Eisenho wer Appea rs To Ha v e ‘Dumped’ Nix o n 


President Eisenhower seems to 
have "du mped" Vice-President Nix­ 
on off the Repu blican ticket for 
1956. 
T h e r e are 
denials galore 
pu rporting 
to 
con t r a d i c t 
this, and there 
are wis h f u 1- 
thinking com­ 
ments to the 
effect that Ei- 
s e n h ower is 
m e r ely wait­ 
ing 
for th e 
David Lawrence 
vi c e - presi­ 
dent to make u p his mind whether 
or not he wants the nominaticm. 
Bu t anybody who has had the most 
meager experience in politics can 
recognize the kiss of death when it 
is revealed to the naked eye. 
For, as now disclosed, Eisen­ 
hower told Nixon on Tu esday, Feb. 
25 , that he shou ld "chart ou t his 
own cou rse." In the next few days 
news dispatches began to q u ote 
"informed sou rces" as saying that 
the vice-president cou ld have the 
renomination if he wants it. Bu t 
the fact of the matter is that the 
President deliberately sidestepped 
at his press conference this week 
a reporter’s q u estion which asked 
whether, if Nixon decided that he 
wanted the nomination, the Presi­ 
dent wou ld su pport him for it. 


IT’S CUSTOMARY and tradition­ 
al for a Presidential candidate not 
to try to annou nce his ru nning 
mate in advance of a national con­ 
vention. 'This is sou nd practice. Bu t 
this week Eisenhower decided to 
discu ss the vice-presidency with 
toe press. He revealed that he ac­ 
tu ally had pu t it u p to Nixon last 
week to say whether he wants to 
be renominated. 
What a strange position in which 
to pu t Nixon! Certainly Nixon has 
wanted to ru n. The mere fact that 
- Eisenhower opened the q u estion 
wide by expressing to toe vice- 
president a dou bt as to whether 
Nixon wanted to nm and telling 
toe entire press abou t it wiU be 
constru ed by politicians ever>- 
where as a su btle way of saying 
that the President hopes Nixon will 
decide that he doesn’t wish to ru n. 
As for toe hints that the Presi­ 
dent feels Nixon is a "comer" and 
hence wou ld do well later on. per­ 
haps in 1960, this is political bu nk­ 
u m of toe soft-soap variety. If Nix­ 
on is dropped by Eisenhower now, 
it is a mark of disapproval and a 
stigma erf political defectiveness 
which Nixon will never be able to 
overcome. It means toe end of any 
presidential ambitions for him if 
Eisenhower sticks to his present 
cou rse. 


THE ALL-IMPORTANT q u estion 
and answer at Wednesday’s press 
conference, as made pu blic in the 
stenographic transcript, reads as 
follows : 
"Mr. President, w'hen you say, 
sir, you have su ggested to Mr. 
Nixon that he chart ou t his cou rse, 
is the implication of that,.that if he 
elects to remain on toe ticket you 
are content to have him as you r 
ru nning mate?" 
"The President: Well. I am not 
going to be pu shed into comers 
here and say—and right now, at 
this moment—say what I wmild do 
in a hypothetical q u estion involv­ 
ing abou t five ifs.

The President’s answer s h ow s 
embarrassment. He cou ld easily 
have refu sed to discu ss the su b­ 
ject any fu rther. He cou ld have 
stood on his statement in last 
week’s press conference that he 
wou ldn’t discu ss the vice-presiden­ 
tial nomination till bis own renom­ 
ination had occu rred. Bu t instead 
Eisenhower chose to reveal some 
new facts to the repoHers and thu s 
opened u p the entire su bject. Now, 
whether he likes it or not, he has 
placed himself in the position of 
having refu sed to indorse Nixon as 
his ru nning mate. 


SOME COMFORT m^as taken by 
toe friends of Nixon from toe fact 
that the President said he had no 
criticism to make erf Nixcm "as a 
man, an associate or as my ru n­ 
ning mate on the ticket." This 
cou ld mean "ru nning mate" in the 
past—in 1952. Also there’s a vast 
difference between heaping praise 
and recognizing what the Presi­ 
dent’s advisers have tried to pu t 
over on him—namely, that Nixon 
is an alleged liability on the ticket. 
In other words, the President likes 
Nixon bu t, if toe vice-president has 
to be sacrificed on the alter of 
expediency, Eisenhower is eviden­ 
tly willing to cu t loose from Nixcn 
in order to make su re of winning 
an election. 
Those advisers who have sold 


this line to Eisenhower do not 
know what a Pandora's box they 
are opening and what trou bles lie 
ahead when Repu blicans s t a r t 
fighting Repu blicans over the vice- 
presidential nomination. There are 
many Repu blicans who feel that 
Eisenhower ran ou t on the one man 
who made a spectacu lar fight 
against Commu nists in govern­ 
ment and who now will feel that 
Eisenhower is ru nning ou t on toe 
man who exposed Alger Hiss. 


FOR NIXON’S main "crime" Is 
that he offended Democrats on the 
Commu nist issu e. There are weak- 
kneed Repu blicans who have been 
du ped by the argu ment that it is 
necessary to get Democrats who 
were sore at Nixon to come over 
to the party. The fact is the Demo­ 
crats who deserted thair party on 
the anti-Commu nist issu e in 19 !^ 
are distu rbed today abou t the Ei­ 
senhower administration's position 
on certain phases of this contro­ 
versy. They now will be even more 
distu rbed when Nixon, who sym­ 
bolizes the anti-Commu nist fight 
and made a valiant campaign in 
1954 in eleven western states, is 
pu nished for his ou tspoken com­ 
ments in that campaign.

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Why Was The Permit Issued? 
“An applicatio'i for a private club liquor 
perm it fought by the Fraternal Order of 
Owli, 312 Market St., hoi been rejected be­ 
cause the group 4is not a reputable organi­ 
zation/ William C. Bryant, director of the 
State Liquor Control Department, said to­ 
day at Colum bus 
“In legal language, Bryant said the Owls 
Club has been operating as a bootleg spot 
and has been cited on three occasions be­ 
tween 1949 and 1955 for liquor violations.’* 


These were the opening paragraphs from a 
news story which appeared Sept. 23, 1955, on 
the front page of the Review. 
The article went on to point out that the 
club was cited April 15, 1949, April 25. 1949, 
and Feb. 20, 1955, in “ arrests resulting in con­ 
victions for violations of liquor control laws." 
The quotes are from Bryant’* order rejecting 
application for the liquor permit. 
Under the law, the club had the right to ap­ 
peal from the decision within 30 days. 
Now correspondence with the Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Liquor Control discloses that a D-4 
permit was granted to this same Fraternal 
Order Of Owls, at the same location. 312 Mar­ 
ket St., as of Feb. IO, 1956. 
In advising of the granted permit, Bryant 
reported “ . . . that the Board of Liquor Control 
on Feb. I, 1956, upon hearing the appeal of 
the Fraternal Order of Owls from the order de­ 
scribed rejected, found that the evidence was 
insufficient in law to support the reasons ad­ 
vanced for the refusal to issue the Fraternal 
Order of Owls a D-4 permit. The board of 
Liquor Control thereupon set aside such re­ 
jection and orders a D-4 permit issued. . . . 
Pursuant to such order . . . this department 
on Feb. IO, 1956, issued a D-4 permit . . 
The Owls have been granted their liquor per­ 
mit through proper channels. But why—in the 
light of the previous report—is inconceivable. 


Armed Doves 
Sometimes while John Foster Dulles is flying 
hither and yon in pursuit of peace — and not 
finding any peace — he must despair of his 
mission. 
In Karachi this week, he told the Southeast 
Asia Treaty Organization the United States was 
armed to the teeth in the Pacific. That is lan­ 
guage which aggressors can understand with­ 
out an interpreter.

Electoral College Illogical 
Another long discussion of ideas for reform­ 
ing the electoral college is scheduled in the Sen­ 
ate. after the farm bill has been cleared away. 
Although the debate this year will be on a 
proposal by Sen. Daniel of Texas and Sen. Ke- 
fauver of Tennessee, it will deal as well with 
previous proposals. All of them aim to get rid 
of the existing system of electing the presi­ 
dent and vice president. 
All w’ould substitute some form of direct elec­ 
tion to salvage minority votes. The classical ex­ 
ample of what happens under the electoral sys­ 
tem is New York's 45 electoral votes, w’hich all 
go to the presidential ticket receiving a major­ 
ity of the popular vote. As many as 45 per cent 
of New York voters may have opposed those 
candidates, but the minority votes are lost. 
It is conceivable that the electoral college 
may be reformed or abolished sometime, but 
it is improbable for the same reason that the 
point after touchdown in football will not be 
changed. 
That, too. is a denial of logic. But the point 
after touchdown is part of football. The elec­ 
toral college is part of presidential politics. It 
is awkward, illogical, inequitable and some­ 
times undemocratic. But tradition is in its fa­ 
vor; it doesn’t need logic.

The common man has had so 
much praise in this generation 
that everybody wants to be one. 
How often do you hear someone 
rem ark, “Well, looking at it from 
the viewpoint of the common man, 
I’d say—’’? 
But 
nobody 
ever 
hymns 
the 
common bore, and no one will 
publicly admit he is one. This is 
unfair. We give even the Devil 
his due. Why deny the common 
bore the credit he deserves ? 
The truth is that if the common 
man is the backbone of civiliza­ 
tion, the common bore is the social 
glue of civilization. He forces us 
to stick together to escape him. 
I asked a famous hostess once 
what was the secret of a success­ 
ful party. 
“One secret,’’ she replied, “is to 
be sure to have at least one re­ 
sounding bore." 
“ Why?" I inquired, surprised. 
“ Well," she said, “ a bore fills 
that critical gap between the ar­ 
rival of the guests and the time 
the second martini takes hold. He 
may not have a single thing worth 
saying — but 
he 
always 
has 
something to say. 
‘‘No m atter how 
strange the 
other guests may have felt at 
first, by the end of the second 
martini they know at least they 
aren’t as boring as the one who 
has done all the talking up until 
then. He has knit them together 
— as a common annoyance al­ 
ways does. 
“They have a fine time for the 
rest of the party enjoying each 
other, and ducking him.” 
While this may seem like cruelty 
toward the bore, the saving feature 
is that if he is a real, true-born 
bore, he goes home from 
the 
party more satisfied than anybody. 
He is flattered to have held so 
many ears for so long. 
Naturally, 
there 
are different 
types of bores, and their virtues 
vary. Here are the two general 
classes: 
The galloping, or strident bore.

What is the very worst bore of 
all? Historians of the bore say 
there is really very little differ­ 
ence between male and female 
bores of the common, or sedentary 
variety. But they likewise agree 
that nothing is more impassible 
than a galloping lady bore under 
a full head of steam and with her 
throttle open. 
No sensible hostess wriU invite 
a strident, p>etticoat bore to two 
shindigs in a row. She’ll shrill any 
party to death. 
But, generally speaking, haven’t 
some of the most unforgettable 
characters 
you’ve 
known 
been 
bores? They live on in memory 
long after those of greater charm 
and sense fade away.

The ordinary bore is a social 
catalyst w’ho restores our sense of 
humor and helps keep our own 
problems in perspective. 
We have to 
like 
him 
a 
bit 
secretly, because who. in his own 
heart, can dodge the knowledge 
that sometimes he is a bit of a 
bore himself?

own course.’’ In the next few days ! 
news dispatches began to quote 
“ informed sources" as saying that 
the vice-president could have the 
renomination if he wants it. But 
the fact of the m atter is that the 
President deliberately sidestepp>ed 
at his press conference this week 
a reporter’s question which asked 
whether, if Nixon decided that he 
wanted the nomination, the Presi­ 
dent would support him for it. 


IT’S CUSTOMARY and tradition­ 
al for a Presidential candidate not 
to try to announce 
his 
running 
mate in advance of a national con­ 
vention. This is sound practice. But 
this week Eisenhower decided to 
discuss the vice-presidency with 
the press He revealed that he ac­ 
tually had put it up to Nixon last 
w’eek to say whether he wants to 
be renominated. 
What a strange position in which 
to put Nixon! Certainly Nixon has 
wanted to run. The mere fact that 
Eisenhower opened the question 
wide by expressing to the vice­ 
president a doubt as to whether 
Nixon wanted to nm and telling 
the entire press about it will be 
construed 
by 
politicians 
every­ 
where as a subtle way of saying 
that the President hopes Nixon will 
decide that he doesn’t wish to run. 
As for the hints that the Presi­ 
dent feels Nixon is a “ comer" and 
hence would do well later on, per- 
1 haps in 1960. this is political bunk­ 
um of the soft-soap variety. If Nix­ 
on is dropped by Eisenhower now, 
it is a mark of disapproval and a 
stigma of political defectiveness 
which Nixon will never be able to 
overcome. It means the end of any 
presidential ambitions for him if 
Eisenhower sticks to his present 
course. 


d ate or as my running mate on 
the ticket." 
The President’s answer s h o w s 
embarrassment. He could easily 
have refused to discuss the sub­ 
ject any further. He could have 
stood on his 
statement 
in 
last 
week’s press conference that he 
wouldn't discuss the vice-presiden­ 
tial nomination till his own renom­ 
ination had occurred. But instead 
Eisenhower chose to reveal some 
new facts to the reporters and thus 
opened up the entire subject. Now, 
whether he likes it or not. he has 
placed himself in the position of 
having refused to indorse Nixon as 
his running mate. 


SOME COMFORT was taken by 
the friends of Nixon from the fact 
that the President said he had no 
criticism to make of Nixon “as a 
man, an associate or as my run­ 
ning mate on the ticket." This 
could mean "running m ate" in the 
past—in 1952. Also there’s a vast 
difference between heaping praise 
and recognizing what the Presi­ 
dent’s advisers have tried to put 
over on him—namely, that Nixon 
is an alleged liability on the ticket. 
In other words, the President likes 
Nixon but. if the vice-president has 
to be sacrificed on the alter of 
expediency, Eisenhower is eviden­ 
tly willing to cut loose from Nixon 
in order to make sure of winning 
an election. 
Those advisers who have sold 


this line to Eisenhower do not 
know what a Pandora’s box they 
are opening and what troubles lie 
ahead when Republicans s t a r t 
fighting Republicans over the vice­ 
presidential nomination. There are 
many Republicans who feel that 
Eisenhower ran out on the one man 
who 
made 
a 
spectacular 
fight 
against 
Communists 
in 
govern­ 
ment and who now will feel that 
Eisenhower is running out on the 
man who exposed Alger Hiss. 


FOR NIXON’S main “ crim e" is 
that he offended Democrats on the 
Communist issue. There are weak­ 
kneed Republicans who have been 
dup>ed by the argument that it is 
necessary to get Democrats who 
were sore at Nixon to come over 
to the party. The fact is the Demo­ 
crats who deserted their party on 
the anti-Communist issue in 1952 
are disturbed today about the Ei­ 
senhower administration’s position 
on certain peases of this contro­ 
versy. They now will be even more 
disturbed when Nixon, who sym­ 
bolizes the anti-Communist fight 
and made a valiant campaign in 
1954 in eleven western states, is 
punished for his outspoken com­ 
ments in that campaign. 
But in politics sincerity and loy­ 
alty are to be found usually among 
the regular organization men—the 
amateurs are the ones who be­ 
lieve that organization workers can 
be enthused by letting them down.

Sweeney indicated his Interest in 
the nomination yesterday, referr­ 
ing to numb ers erf persons who 
have written and telephoned him 
to ask his intentions.

They are now in what I like 
to think of as the third phase. 
Originally the movie people wanted 
to have nothing to do with tele­ 
vision, kept their properties off of 
It, and just wished it would go 
away. Television was a dirty word. 


THIS PHASE COULDN’T last 
forever and eventually the movie 
people decided to live with tele­ 
vision, to use it for their own pur­ 
poses, to borrow from It. From 
television, it took the best stories— 
“Marty”, “ Patterson,” “The Cat­ 
ered Affair” — and some of its

that the second phase is passing 
and that we are entering a third 
phase of this reluctant partnership 
between the movies and television. 
Instead of giving television t h e 
worst of its product, there are signs 
that films are giving it its best. 
Next weekend, for example, there 
will be two shows that are il­ 
lustrative of this new trend.

term. 
Hill and Revercomb tried late 
last week to get on the ballot for 
the primary, but O’Brien refused 
to accept their certificates of can­ 
didacy. He said the books were 
closed for the primary with the fil­ 
ing deadline at midnight, Feb. 4. 
The outcome of t h e Supreme 
Court cases should clear up the 
question of whether candidates for 
Kilgore’s unexpired term 
should 
be nominated in the May primary, 
or later in party conventions. 
The question comes because of 
two conflicting sections of state 
law. One section calls for nomina­ 
tion in the primary if the vacancy 
occurs more than 30 days before 
the •primary — which applies in 
the case of Kilgore’s seat. Other­ 
wise, it says, candidates for va­ 
cancies should be nominated in 
party conventions. 
But another section of the law 
sets the 14th Saturday before the 
primary — Feb. 4 this year — as 
the last day on which a candidate 
can fUe for a primary. 
A third Republican has since in­ 
dicated he may be “interested” in 
becoming a candidate for the Sen­ 
ate. He is Tom Sweeney, Wheeling 
insurance executive and former 
state senator who was the GOP 
nominee in 1940 and 1946. He lost 
both times to Kilgore. In 1954 he 
ran again and lost to Sen. Mat­ 
thew M. Neely. 
Sweeney indicated his interest in 
the nomination yesterday, referr­ 
ing to numbers of persons who 
have written and telephoned him 
to ask his intentions.

Jeep, truck, landing craft or 
shanks mare ta get to their 
destination, but get there they 
do and a more welcome sight 
to an American boy than a 
girl from home is hard to find.

“There are 
at least 4,400 unqualified, without 
taking into account increases in 
population and others who h a v e 
reached voting age.” 
The Election Board office in the

O’Hanlon pointed out unqualified 
voters have less than three weeks 
to register.

“ You are the kindest and iflost 
patient father I have ever seen.” 
So I said sincerely to a young 
father of five children near the 
end of a three-day visit in his fam ­ 
ily.

MONTGOMERY, Ala. OB—May­ 
or W. A. Gayle says any contribu­ 
tions would be welcomed to help 
city buses out of a financial prob­ 
lem brought on by a Negro boy­ 
cott over segregated seating. 
He made the statement after 
announcing that Sunday service 
will be discontinued this Sunday 
on 12 of the 14 city bus routes 
because the passenger load hasn’t 
warranted continued operations. 
Gayle said he received a $55 
money order from an anonymous 
group of 53 persons in Atlanta to 
be used in the “valiant struggle 
to maintain segregation in city 
buses.” 
An unsigned letter accompany­ 
ing it said the Atlanta group is 
working 
to 
promote 
additional 
support “of your cause” in the 
belief that “the struggle in Mont­ 
gomery . . . will act as a prede­ 
cessor of future segregation issues 
in the South.” 
The mayor said he also re­ 
ceived a $1 check from Atlanta. 
Since the boycott began Dec. 5, 
the

has 
discontinued 
service along most predominantly 
Negro routes and has hiked fares 
from IO cents to 15 cents.
